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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Further searching of the claims as amended would 
be required. The presented arguments are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments pertaining to the claims as amended will not be 
considered at this time. Applicant's arguments pertaining to the rejections of claims 8, 16, and 24 are not persuasive. Claims 8, 16, and 24 
broadly claim utilizing advertisements in a chatroom. Galdes already discloses chat rooms in the system, as described in col. 3: 24-29, but 
does not disclose advertisements. Szlam discloses in col. 3: 63- col. 4: 5, that the providing of advertisements is old and well known. 
Broadly incorporating this advertisement concept into the system of Galdes (including the chatroom) is reasonable and obvious, particularly 
in light of how prolific advertisents were at the time of applicant's invention. This is not unreasonable, given that the purpose of 
advertisements is well known and long established. The simple addition of advertisements to the electronic system of Galdes would not 
provide any new or unexpected results regarding these advertisements or the functioining of the overall system, as the advertisements 
would be performing the same well-esatblished function that they always do and do not directly effect the functioning of the sytem (also true 
for the instant invention - applicant is claiming a network based couseling system, the addition of advertising is not critical to this function in 
any way). Note also that Galdes thoroughly discloses the use of URL's and links throughout the entire reference, and also wherein the 
conducting of online electronic business is old and well known. See for example col. 6: 30-35, wherein Galdes teaches that it is common for 
customers to visit banks, web stores, and so forth online. Thus, the inclusion of the advertisements as taught by Szlam in this well known 
electronic format would be reasonable and obvious, as the only element missing from Galdes is the broad concept of the advertisements 
themselves, not the aspect of electronic communication. Further arguments regarding these claims pertain to limitations only present in the 
amended claims (the language "determining a counselor among a plurality of counselors") and will not be considered at this time. 
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
